Editer Constitution: I -have fust read in 
Tae Constitution a report from Troup country 
to the effect that a move is on foot in 
that county to abolish the state highway 
board. ~I am not at all surprised. The 
same sentiment is Just as strong in Coweta, 
in Sumter, here in Terrell, in Tift, in 
Worth, m Lee—in fact, all over Georgia. 
Eighty-five per cent of the people of Geor- 
gia are absolutely disgusted with the opera- 
tions of the highway department. 

Ninety per cent of the traveling men of 
Georgia—those who go in cars over the 
state highways—-will te]l you that the roads 
ete now in a miserable condition—ten times 
, Worse than they were before the depart- 
, ment took them over. It is the subject of 
discussion and general cussing tn the lobby 
of every town hotel. Take a seat in th: 
lobby of the hotel in Fort Valley, Americus. 
Dawsos, Cuthbert, Albany, Tifton, Moui- 
trie, Srivester, 
town, and it will not be 10 minutes before 
the traveling men (most of them go in 
, cars) begin to comment upon the condition 
of the state highways since the state took 
them over. 

The verdict is 90 to 95 per cent against 
the present management. 

Two years ago last June, just before the 
legislature met, I went into the department 
for a friendly conference, looking to a 
change in method and system that would 
preserve the highway department and aat- 
the people. I tried to assure then 
that my epirit was friendly and saelutarr. 
but the officials of that department were 
critical of me, and absolutely inconsiderate 
of my friendly motives. 

I brought on a fight in the legislature 
to modify their methods, bnt instead of 
| meeting us fairly, the officials and at 
taches of that department and the benefici- 
aries of their functions, emptied vials of 
criticism and abuse upon a few of vr 
whe gaw the trend of things and wanted 
to save them, 

If a vote of the people of Georgia could 
oe had today, not less than 75 per cent of 
the people would wipe them off the map. 

If two or three strong men get back of a 
next June to abolish them it will he 
passed overwhelmingly. Now that is sure. 

The big dailies seem to hear only the 
reports of the department and their specials: 
mt if they will put their ears to the 
ground, they will hear a mighty rumbline 
of dissatisfaction from the hills to the sea 

My purpose has been, and ig, to save the 
highway department—to gave it so {t can 
function with the federal government: bi! 
it must recognize and respect the rights of 
the rural counties, abandon their wastef 
methods, their inexcusable overhead 
pepses and get rid of offici:

Pastor Says More Men Are 
. Needed, Not New Execu- 
tive Leaders. 


Atlanta’s police department has 


| been made the “football of politics,” 


and its chief has been judged before 
his trial, asserted Rev. J. W. Ham, 
pastor of the Baptist tabernacle, 
Sunday night in the prelude to his 
regular sermon. 

The preacher claimed that the real 
need of the department is more men, 
and not new executives. He asserted 
that the force had not been increased 
anywhere nearly in proportion to the 
increase in the size of the city, and 
claimed that to get results the chief 
should have more power. 

The police committee 


is amusing 


Atlanta with its “vaudeville stunts,” 


he says, charging that sudden power 
placed in the hands of its members 
“has gone to their heads.” 

Prelude to Sermon. 

A prelude to Rev. Ham’s sermon 
follows; 

“Our police department is 
made the football of politics. 
comes increasingly. apparent’ that 
somebody is trying to build up a 
political machine, The method of ac- 
complishing this is by the crucifixion 
of heads of the departments. Ineffi- 
ciency is charged te Chief Beavers. 
The charge and the judgment of the 
police committee is handed to him in 
advance of a trial. 

“In other words the chief is given 
to understand that he hasn’t a chance. 
The jury makes out its verdict in ad- 
vance of the trial. The proper title 
of the verdict would be: ‘A verdict 
with prejudice and foreordained deter- 
mination.’ 

“The charges of inefficiency are not 
new. ‘They date back to the closing 
of the red light district. No one ever 
complained of Chief Beavers until he 
shut up the segregated district. From 
that date to the present constant ef- 
forts have been made to displace him. 
The most serious charge that has ever 
been preferred against him is that he 
is a Christian gentleman. No other 
charge would stand up before an un- 
prejudiced jury. 

“Those who favor legalized vice and 
wide open Sundays are opposed to 
Beavers. They do rot want an out 
and out Christian gentleman at the 
head of the police department. 

“I do not say the police committee 
holds this view but much of the hue 
and ery to fire Beavers comes from 
those who oppose the policy of the 
chief on these matters and they are 
throwing their political strength to- 
ward his dismissal. 

Needs of Department. 

“IT have had opportunity as an ex- 
officio member of the _ police board 
during the past three years to study 
at first hand the needs and wenk- 
nesses of the department. The public 
hag never understood the real core of 
the situation,

years. We have on the police force 
now no more men doing actual duty 
as patrolmen than we had 10 years 
ago. Lawlessness has increased 500 
per cent. The strength of the police 
department has not increased one per 
cent. 

“We are constantly increasing fire 
houses, school houses, water works, 
sanitary departments and taxes but 
the police department is neglected and 
kept 10 years beSind timfe. Notwith- 
standing this fact the department has 
made a great record of service as the 
books will plainly show. 

“The detective department with 22 

men actually on duty recovered prop- 
erty last year valued at over $200,000 
and secured fineg in the recorder’s 
court of $28,000 and the  eriminal 
court of $56,000 and convicted and se- 
cured sentences of criminals totaling 
2,000 years of service on the chain- 
gang. 
‘The detective department does not 
need a new chief. There is not a 
scratch of the pen in the whole 23 
years of service against Chief Poole. 
The: department needs a 50 per cent 
increase in men. 

“The police department does not 
need a new chief, but the department 
needs 100 additional men to bring it 
up to its needed strength. Give Beav- 
ers the required number of men and 
results will be forthcoming at once, 
provided he is given freedom and au- 
thority. This will necessitate a com: 
plete change of attitude on the part 
of the police committee of council.

New York, February 18.—(By the

later. 
Record Rail Traffie. 

Activity in steel has contributed 
largely to maintenance of record rail- 
road traffic for this season of the| - 
year. With the building boom una- | 
bated, with much coal still waiting 
to be moved and with a heavy retail 
distribution of goods traffic prospects 
for the next few months at least are 
bright. 

The grain movement has fallen off 
to some extent, but this has been more 
than offset by lumber, coal, coke, ce- 
ment, automobiles and building mate- 
rials. An encouraging feature of the 
railroad situation. is that, in contrast 
with 1920, the roads have been able 


into larger profits. 
A comparison of net operating in- 
come of 20 representative lines shows
